Garbage tax es amount to $37,000 
each y ear. The city is unable to 
say ex actly how much its garbage- 
refuse operation costs but offi­ 
cials admit it is greater than 
the $37,000 collected in tax es. 
It does seem the city and 
county are on a collision course. 
It may be they can avoid 
hitting head-on, but this seems 
to depend on the city getting 
more professional landfill op­ 
eration or of agreeing to move 
the operation to other proper­ 
ty if such can be obtained. 
The commissioners talk about 
“an ace in the hole.” 
In fairness to them we will 
not speculate about what we 
think the city 's “ace" might be.

STOCKHOLM (A P) - Sweden 
is experimenting with vacations 
for prisoners. This is part of a 
liberal 
correctional 
system 
which authorities believe is the 
right road despite escapes and 
repeaters. 


“ Our purpose is to try to 
make them better citizens, to 
socialize them,” says Clas Ami­ 
lon, 
director at the National 
Correctional Administration. 


Following this concept, nine 
prisoners spent three weeks this 


summer at a camp where they I 
were 
allowed 
to 
play 
bad­ 
minton, row on the lake or wan­ 
der down to the nearby village 
for a pack of cigarettes. Their 
wives or fiances could live with 
them at the camp. 


Amilon was happy with the 
results and looks forward to 
more vacations for more pris­ 
oners. 


Vacations 
aren't 
the 
only 
form of respilc from prison life. 
Two-day furloughs are permit- 


ted on a liberal basis. A pris­ 
oner usually becomes eligible 
after serving 10 months of his 
term.

reach the 10-month period. Dur­ 
ing 19H6 one-third of the 9.641 
convicts admitted served sen­ 
tences under two months.

sault and robbery was recently 
sentenced to 16 months for an 


assault that led to the victim's 
death.

prisoners are housed in “ open'’ 
institutions. 


“ An 
open 
institution.” 
ex­ 
plains Amilon, “ is an institution 
without walls, from which you 
can escape if you want. There 
are guards but they arp un­ 
armed. The escape possibilities 
are numerous.'’ 
Despite all the liberality the 


escape rate in 1ÍMMI was 8.2 per 
cent, but a large number of 
these were prisoners who did 
not return from furloughs, or re­ 
turned late. 


Special research is being done 
on this question, Amilon said, 
and research is needed on the 
problem 
of 
recidivism—those 
convicted a second time. 


Neither fhe number of fugi­ 
tives or recidivists warrants a 
change in the thinking behind 
the present correctional system, 


according to Amilon, He feels 
half the institutions should be 
“ open" instead of one-fourth as 
at present.
